Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  this,  my  last.  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Grimshy  Rural  District,  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1957 » The  report  has  been 

prepared  in  accordance  v/ith  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  the  health  of  those 
residing  in  the  district  has  been  very  satisfactory  as  is  shown  by  the  vital 
statistics. 

The  number  of  births  registered  was  283,  an  increase  of  28  on  the 
total  for  1956>  which  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  19.40  per  1,000  of  the  resident 
population.  When  adjusted  by  the  area  comparability  factor  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General,  this  rate  is  increased  to  19.7S<>  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  16.1. 

155  deaths  were  registered,  a crude  death  rate  of  10.62  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  compared  with  a rate  of  9*10  in  195^*  employing  the 

comparability  factor,  the  death  rate  for  1957  is  Increased  to  11.57»  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  also  11.5* 

Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  totalled  3>  six  fewer  than  in  the 
previous  year  and  all  of  these  deaths  occurred  under  4 weeks  of  age.  The  Infant 
Mprtality  Rate  of  10.6  was,  therefore,  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  previous  year 
of  35»299  and  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  this  District.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  23 «0  per  1,000  live  births. 

Measles  accounted  for  4^3  out  of  a total  of  455  cases  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases.  There  were  no  deaths  from  any  of  these  diseases. 

4 new  cases  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Register  during  the  year, 
and  there  was  one  death  from  the  disease. 

Cancer  accounted  for  33  deaths,  9 more  than  in  195^?  Q'nd  the  lungs 
were  the  site  of  the  disease  in  6 of  the  deceased. 

In  compiling  this  report,  I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  his  Deputy  for  the  information  which  they  have  supplied. 

I also  wish  to  express  ray  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  dviring  the  year.

SECTION  »C«  - SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREAS - 

WATER  SUPPLY g- 

This  is  (i)  by  constant  supply  from  the  Grimsby,  Cleethorpes  and 
District  Water  Board's  joint  undertaking,  and  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity.  Samples  are  taken  monthly  by  the  Water  Board  and  the  results  supplied 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health?  and  (ii)  by  deep  bore  wells  in  other  cases 
not  on  the  public  supply. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  samples  taken  by  the  Water  Board,  25  samples 
were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  from  wells  and  bores,  and  11  samples  frc 
the  public  supply.  2 bores  were  closed  as  polluted. 
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At  the  end  of  1957?  some  85^  of  houses  in  the  Rural  District  were  on 
the  public  supply,  including  the  parishes  of  Habrough,  Immingham,  Stall ingborough 
Healing,  Great  Coates,  Aylosby,  Irby,  Laceby,  Beelsby,  Hatcliffe,  Barnoldby, 
Waltham,  Humber ston,  Brigsley,  Ashby-cum-Fenby,  Bradley  and  Ravendale. 

DRAIHAGE  s - 

Close  attention  has  again  been  paid  to  existing  drainage  systems, 
and  as  a result  of  these  inspections,  37  systems  were  exposed  and  tested, 
and  161  obstructions  were  removed. 

OFFBHSIVE  TRADES g- 

There  aro  5 Offensive  Trades  premises  within  the  District,  4 of  which 
are  connected  v^ith  the  Pishing  Industry.  By  the  very  nature  of  their  products, 
these  premises  call  for  frequent  inspection,  and  52  visits  were  paid  to  the 
plants  during  the  year. 

All  premises  are  controlled  by  Offensive  Trades  Byelaws  which  are 
in  force  in  the  Rural  District,

NOTEg-  Sections  1 to  6 of  the  Act  govern  the  standards  of  cleanliness, 

overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation  and  floor  drainage  in  factories, 
Yv^hilst  Section  7 concerns  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  adequate 
sanitary  accommodation, 

SCAVENGING  SERVICES s- 

(a)  Refuse  Collectiong - Once  again  I must  report  that  the  refuse  collection 
service  was  the  subject  of  considerable  criticism  especially  during  the  summer 
months.  Although  the  provision  of  dustbins  by  the  Covincil  at  a yearly  rental 
improved  the  efficiency  of  the  service  during  the  periods  from  January  to 
March,  and  October  to  December,  when  a regular  14  day  collection  was  maintained, 
the  summer  season  presented  its  difficulties.  The  added  burden  of  scavenging 
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at  the  Pitties,  and  Holiday  Camps,  couplod  with  the  absence  on  holiday  of  workmen 
during  the  period,  resulted  in  the  interval  between  collections  rising  to  18  days, 

■ I 

During  the  year,  a scheme  for  the  provision  of  a seven-day  collection 
was  submitted  to  the  Council,  but  it  was  felt  that  in  the  interests  of  economy, 
the  time  was  not  opportune  for  this  to  be  implemented.  In  order  to  try  to 
overcome,  or  at  least  to  minimise  the  delay  in  collection  during  the  summer, 
provision  was  made  for  the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  Pitties  and  Holiday 
Camps  outside  normal  working  hours  during  1958» 

(b)  Hightsoil  Collectiong-  The  usual  good  progress  in  the  collection  of  nightsoil 
was  maintained.  All  parishes  receive  a weekly  visit,  and,  with  the  exception 

of  some  of  the  outlying  villages,  during  the  hours  of  darkness.  During  the 
summer  season,  Humberston  Pitties  and  the  Holiday  Camps  were  included  in  the 
regular  service,  these,  in  fact,  being  served  three  times  weekly  for  most  of  the 
season, 

(c)  Cesspool  Emptyings-  Again  this  year,  increasing  calls  on  this  service  resulted 
in  2291  cesspools  being  emptied,  approximately  one-half  of  which  were  in  the  Hew 
V/althara/Huraberston  area.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  provision  of  a sewerage  scheme 
planned  for  1958  v/ill  alleviate  this  problem,  but  it  was  noticed  that,  with  more 
and  more  new  houses  being  erected  in  unsewered  areas,  the  nmber  of  cesspools  in 
those  parts  of  the  district  will  absorb  most  of  the  benefit  derived  from  the 
proposed  sewerage  scheme  in  New  ViJaltham  area, 

SECTION  'D«  - HOUSINGS  - 

251  dwelling  houses  were  inspected  for  defects  under  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts,  85  of  these  houses  w^ere  rendered  fit  following  informal  action  by 
the  Council’s  officers,  whilst  5 were  rendered  fit  after  the  service  of  Statutory 
noficeso 

Slum  Clearances-  Purther  progress  was  made  on  the  Council’s  slum  clearance 
programme  during  the  year.  A block  of  4 cottages  in  Pairway,  Waltham,  was 
declared  a Clearance  Area,  although  confirmation  of  this  was  not  received  by  the 
end  of  the  year, 

48  of  the  Council’s  converted  hutments  at  T/altham  were  included  in 
confirmed  Clearance  Areas,  and  by  December,  I9  of  these  had  been  demolished, 

A further  9 houses  in  previous  Clearance  Areas  were  also  demolished 
during  1957» 

New  Houses  erected  during  1957 g- 

A total  of  225  new  houses  v/ere  erected  during  the  year,  44  by  the 
Council,  and  181  by  private  owners.

FUISANCBSs- 


A total  of  233  nuisances  were  abated?  219  of  then  as  a result  of 
informal  action  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorc  I9  notices  v/ere  referred  to 
the  Council  for  the  service  of  Statutory  notices,  but  in  16  oases,  it  was  not 
found  iiecessary  to  serve  the  notices.

The  Rodent  Operator  was  kept  fully  employed  during  1957 • The 
service  is  available  to  private  householders,  Council  properties,  agricultural 
and  business  premises,  the  two  latter  being  on  a chargeable  basis.  11  of  the 
Council’s  stores,  depots  and  tips,  529  dwell inghouse s , 37  farms  and  agricultural 
premises,  and  16  business  premises  were  treated  with  excellent  results.  In 
addition,  some  2000  premises  were  surveyed  for  rat  infestations. 

SECTION  ’E’  - INSPECTION  AHD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOODs- 

In  view  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955/56,  strict  vigilance 
has  been  exercised  over  the  various  food  premises  in  the  district,  775  visits 
being  made  during  the  year.  These  premises,  broadly  speaking,  can  be

Steady  progress  was  maintained  in  food  promises  generally.  The 
provision  of  hot  water,  sinks  and  washbasins  required  by  the  Regulations  is 
proceeding  in  most  cases.  In  some  instances,  the  enforcement  of  the  Regulations 
is  being  with-held  until  the  completion  of  new  sewerage  schemes. 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods g - 


Slaughterhouses s-  Slaughtering  continued  during  the  year  at  the  two  private 
slaughterhouses  at  present  operating  in  the  District,  The  standard  of  hygiene 
in  each  of  these  premises  continues  to  he  good?  and  the  animals  slaughtered,  were, 
. in  almost  all  cases,  free  from  serious  disease.  It  is  again  pleasing  to  note 
the  remarkably  low  incidence  of  carcases  affected  with  Tuberculosis.
